At 1,000 yards you were in 
comparative safety The infantry, 
after receiving one volley, could 
charge, knowing that until the ene- 
my bad loaded again each man was 
practically safe. Nowadays, that is 
all changed. Nothing is seen — no 
mnn, no smoke. The only thing se"en 
is the dust thrown up by the bullets, 
like n rainstorm on the surface of a 
lake, the artillery throwing shells, 
and the shells bursting. In contrast 
to thi6 is the noise, which is infernal, 
with occasional lulls it sounds as if a 
million kettle-drums were' being 
played — a constant tra-ra-ra-ra, with 
the boom, boom of the big guns and 
harsher sound of the pumping of the 
maxims, hotchkiss, maxim-norden- 
felts, and machine-guns in general./ 
The discord is nppnlling, ns evervgunl 
has a different sound, and each shell 
going through the air hums or whis- 
tles according to its breed. After a 
time you can tell what is coming, or, 
if it is cne of your own, what is going. 

The most terrifying of the enemy's 
guns is a sort of hotchkiss, which fires 
about five rounds a time, and throws a 
me-pound shell, which bursts. You 
are safe nowhere, as a bullet fired at 
an object at 800 yards which misses 
hits and kills at 2,000 or 0,000. It 
practically means with these rifles 
that a bullet is never spent until it 
hits something and remains there. 

When a bullet strikes you hear 
nothing; it goes right through a man 
and probably travels on another 2,000 
yards, YVi hear a grunt or a gurgle, 
and the man collapses and doubles 
up; sometimes if hit in the arm or leg 
he spins round and falls, and proba- 
bly gets up again, as it is only the 
shock which knocks him down, and he 
hardly feels it.

The dining-room is 
a masterpiece, with its green hang- 
ings, the' color of the empire; its 
woodwork of sculptured mahogany, 
with mountings of gilded bronze; its 
great chimney piece of white marble, 
guarded on each side by a bronze 
grenadier of Napoleon's army, sculp- 
tnred nftrr Knffet, and its great em- 
pire tabic of Kjsrfiognny and gold 
bronze. 

Not the least part- of this incom- 
parable dwelling is the library. It is 
in four galleries, gurroundinga court, 
each 42 yards long, and is in superb 
sculptured woods, with a forged-iron 
and gilt-bronze balcony at half- 
height. Upon a table lie the death 
mask of Napoleon I., the skull of 
Charlotte Corday and other precious 
relics. One of the galleries is closed 
off to serve a.s the prince's study. — 
Chicago Daily News. 

THE MULTIPLEX TELEPHONE. 

Invention That Will Solve the Difficul- 
ties of the Party Lines. 

Announcement has been made of 
an invention which may, if it proves a 
success, revolutionize the telephone 
6_ystem the world over. 

It is a multiplex telephone, upon 
which several conversations may he 
carried on at one time, and the in- 
ventor is Ernest A. Faller, Ran Fran- 
cisco. 

If the device will do what its in- 
ventor claims for it it will prove of 
great value. In brief, Mr. Faller 
claims that his' invention will cnabl> 
subscribers who are on a "party line" 
to call the central station without sig- 
naling their neighbors' telephones. 
While one subscriber is using the line 
another may also make use of it. No 
subscriber on a party line will be able 
to hear what anyone else is saying 

moned, or, in other words, eavesdrop- 
ping on a party line will be impossi- 
ble. In addition, Faller claims that 
his device, when applied to a long- 
distance telephone, will enable per- 
sons along the line to Use it at the 
same time that persons at the two ter- 
minals are using it. 

The simplicity of the scheme is its 
chief beauty. Faller says that by hi- 
instrument he can so energize one re- 
ceiver that it will receive impulses 
from another which is similarly pner-

He knows precisely 
when the cream is "ripe" for churn- 
log, know ; tt what the flavor and 
>houb! be, kuows to a grain 
how much bait put in it— in fact, 
knows it all. 

It is an interesting sight to watch 
tfce transformation of cream into 
butter in the place where Mr, 
Larson works. The cream arrives 
in large M and 20 gallon milk cane. 
It is poured from these caus into 
Ave immense tanks holding 300 
gallons each. In each tank is a 
metallic coil of pipe, through which 
is forced water from an artesian 
well 600 feet deep. While the water 
is mooing through the pipes, ma- 
chinery mot es the pipea back and 
forth iu the vat, keeping the cream 
in constant motion. This work is 
all done at night, auti after four 
hours of the cooling process the 
cream is reduced to a temperature 
of 52 degrees. In the six or eight

To ado" to the horror* of the situa- 
tion, the government grant of 8(10,000 
rouble* per year set asida fnr the main- 
tenance of 'the polltlcnl prisoners hna 
been cut dow,n to 100,000 roubles w hile 
the number of these unfortunates 
grows blgjjer and blggor, and this 
means, of course, that many of them 
literally starve to death in the pltilesa 
desert* of the north. Particularly is 
this the case in the provinces of Ve> 
hoynnsk and Kollmsk, where there 
no possible means of eomlng a pen 
by any means whatever. Under the 
regulations these exiles receive no al- 
lowance until proof has been receiv-d 
that they have no relatives In Russia 
who are capable of being made to sup- 
port them.

This savageness of temper 
lasted about throe weeks, when she 
began to appreciate that no one would 
do her harm, hut that ull wanted to 
be kind to her. 

Rhoda was put in Miss Elizabeth 
Ray's class. For three weeks she cried, 
hid her face and repelled all advances 
with kicks or fisticuffs or threats to 
use her teeth. Ry degrees sho came 
to learn that no harm would be done, 
and began to look up and take a hu- 
man interest in those about her. 

Her teacher and the other pupils in 
the class showed affection for her by- 
stroking her arm or shoulder, but it 
was a long time before this met with 
response. To-day she is one of the 
most affectionate pupils in Miss Ray's 
class, and rarely passes her teacher 
without touching her in anaffection- 
ste way characteristic of t.ho deaf. 
Sometime* the affection is shown by 
a rather too severe blow in the back, 
d one of the teacher's duties is to 
tk^ her understand that great phys- 
ical force is not essential to affection.
